Cotton Trouble 

“The Delta will always grow 

cotton,” he said. “Even as I make 
that statement I know I should 
revise it.

But when I see 
increasing pastures and find my- 
self growing interested in cat- 
tle, I don’t like to predict, Time 
was when Delta planters got to- 
gether we talked weather, wee- 
vil, hoppers and prices. Now, 
you hear about as much talk on 
what the Chicago market is on 
beef and iamb. Most of this As 
a development of the last five 
years. It’s fantastic. 

“Cotton is a lot of trouble. It 
frets you all the time. It’s a gam- 
ble every year. The weather can 
ruin you or the pests can clean 
you out. It’s feast or famine, The 
cattle business has its problems. 
But, they are not like cotton. 

“You know what,” he said, “if 
I were a fellow in the Mid-West 
where they have to stall-feed six 
months a year, I’d be thinking 
about the South and the grass. 
I didn’t have to give my cattle 
a fork full of hay last Winter.” 


Fire Dragons 


I asked about the progress of 
mechanization. I have been to 
the Welta and seen the muleless 
plantations. I have watched the 
flame weeders move through the 
vast fields like so many wierd’ 
dragons snorting fire along the 
rows. By the next morning the 
weeds are brown and dying. 
Later, mechanical pickers, like

His debut at Merion was spectacular. He was then a 
chubby kid of 14 who had as fine a swing as he ever knew 
later. He qualified in the amateur championship with a 90- 
70. He beat two able golfers in his first two rounds, Eb 
Byers, a former champion, and another Pennsylvania star. 


Only a series of spectacular recoveries saved Bob Gardner in 
the quarter-final round. From that fine start for a 14-year-old kid 
Bob needed seven more bitter years of competition before he could 
break through. 

He was a keen, impetuous kid who could score in the high 60’s 
or low 70’s but who had yet to learn from experience. His timing 
was too hurried in his overeagerness. But, when he finally broke 
through in 1923, he set an all-time record, winning 13 national 
titles in eight years.

Mr. Truman Finds. 


President Truman spoke at Chicago 
last night. He addressed the Party lead- 
ers, assembled there in an off-election-year 
convention and told them that on his trip 
West he encountered no opposition to the 
Fair Deal and urged them all to go back 
home and help elect a Congress which 
would push through the Party platform. 

In a sense the President was right— 
but only in a sense. The people are for 
much of‘the Fair Deal. They are for world 
peace, development of waterways, for ex- 
tension of rural electrification, for slum 
— and for more available medical 

But there are growing differences on 
methods. There is no national demand for 
a compulsory medical act.

Daniels Lays 
It on the Line 


Jonathan Daniels, Democratic National 
Committeeman from North Carolina and 
son of the late Josephus Daniels, one of 
the South’s truly great public servants 
and citizens, did the South and the party a 
service at the Chicago meeting of party 
leaders. | 

In the 1948 campaign Daniels, who suc- 
ceeded his father as publisher of The 
Raleigh News and Observer, traveled with 
the President and assisted in the writing 
of the speeches in the now famous whistle- 
stop tour which brought Mr. Truman vic- 
tory. At the Philadelphia convention he 
was one of eleven Southern National Com- 
mitteemen to cast a vote for the President. 

On Mohdav afternoon Daniels asked to 
speak on the FEPC. 

“You can count on my opposition to a 
compulsory FEPC,” he told the party 
chiefs. 

North Carolina, he said, pays its Ne- 


gro teachers on an equal basis with its 


white teachers, has not had a poll tax for 
25 years and is a State “where no man 
need fear lynching anywhere.” 

But Southerners “who want to see the 
advancement of the liberties of the people,” 
he said, oppose a compulsory FEPC be- 
cause it would “give a weapon to the 
Dixiecrats to fight against every other 
Truman program for the people.” : 

“We cannot have a prohibition law 
against prejudice,” Daniels said. 

This has been exactly our position. We 
think an FEPC which had the power to in- 
vestigate, recommend and conciliate would 
bé helpful. A compulsory law would not 
be helpful. It would, as we have said be- 
fore and as Daniels informed the Commit- 
tee, give a weapon to the worst element 
in the South, the Dixiecrats, Communists 
and Klansmen—all of whom have been 
hopefully awaiting such a law. 

We wish it were possible for common 
sense to prevail and for a way to be found 
for both parties, which seek the Negro 
vote in the larger key, and doubtful, states 
to make a compromise which would work 

.. and not go down the line with a com- 
pulsory measure which may well break 
the two-party system.

Came Too Late 


The age of miracles is not over, I know. Or 

. at least, as Harry Truman proved, it wasn’t in 

: November of 1948. But dog if I don’t find it 

difficult to believe those reports which came trickling back last 

week from the hills of Northeast Georgia. The ones, I mean, to 

the effect that M. E. Thompson is attracting crowds of increasing 
size and enthusiasm. 


Don't get me wrong. I said several months ago that Herman 
Talma was the most vulnerable Governor in the State’s recent 
histofy. Despite the fact that he has been doing as well as could 
be expected recently, I still think so. For all the talk about the 
advantage of being in office, it is almost inevitable that a Gover- 
nor will alienate more support than he attracts. Too many people 
want too many things. Too many promises are made by overly 
enthusiastic lieutenants in the heat of a campaign. When it 
becomes apparent that the Governor won't, or can’t, deliver, too 
many people go off and bottle-feed their grievances. In Herman’s 
case, the defection is naturally even greater and faster than usual. 


But even though Herman Talmadge is the most vulnerable 
Governor, politically, that Georgia has had in recent years, I have 
been expecting him to be overwhelmingly re-elected. And for but 
one good reason: His opponent is M. E. Thompson. 


Thompson Melvin Thompson is not a corrupt man or a dan- 

gerous one. Nor is he even one who, as Gover- 
nor, would subject the State to notoriety or embarrassment. His 
over-all record, during his tenure as Acting Governor. Was not a 
bad one. But Melvin Thompson is—or, rather, has been—unbe- 
lievably inept politically. 

As a consequence, he has never been able to get across to the 
voters of Georgia the fact that, while he may have a negligible 
capacity for leadership, his is at least an honest and conscientious 
mediocrity. 

My premise, in short, is that there is not, analyzing the per- 
formances in office of the two, any logical reason for Herman 
Talmadge to trounce Melvin Thompson on June 28 except that the 
latter is utterly devoid of the color which is the first requisite for 
political success in Georgia. Or, at least has been. 


° Some have cdntended all along that the only 
Getting Tough way to wrest control of the State of Geor- 
gia from Harris, Talmadge and Company was to challenge it 
head on in a brass-knucks campaign. Successful Political machines 
perpetuate themselves in office in devious ways, but almost inevi- 
tably they are aided by the fact that the average reform candi- 
date places too great a store by the rules of sportsmanship to get 
as plain-spoken and mean as the opposition. The fatal tendency 
is to handle the opposition with gloves on, if only for fear of soil- 
ing the hands. } 
That has seemed, in the past, to be Melvin Thompson's trou- 
ble. : 

It is doubtless this new disposition to shuck his professorial 
demeanor and go to the mat with Talmadgeites which is win- 
ning him increased audiences if not support. The people of Geor- 
gia love a fight. And a goodly portion of them would like nothing 
better than a leader behind whom to rally against Talmadgism. 

Personally, I still don’t think M. E. has a prayer. He has first 
to overcome the general assumption that he hasn’t a chance before 
he even moves up to the status of underdog. But the odds against 
his making a horse-race of it are not as great as a month ago.

A Square Deal for Snakes? 


WASHINGTON—The question now bothering Senate investigators concerns 
the Government’s investment of taxpayers’ money in (hold tight and do not 
scream) a rattlesnake farm. The sum involved was $17,500 to build a rattlesnake 


showroom, with apartments for rattlesnakes, in back of Colfax, Cal. 


This is a 


small amount where Federal financing is concerned, but the sleuths still want to 

: know what is the public interest in financing rattlesnakes? 
Seems that Sam Evans, the Colfax rattlesnake breeder, desided back in 1942 that what he needed 
was a large showroom for his wriggling merchandise. A fellow entering a rattlesnake shoppe obvi- 
ously will be a happier customer when he has plenty of room in case he finds it expedient to jump 


in a hurry. 

Sam took his proposition to all the bank- 
ers for miles around Colfax, but these gen- 
tlemen turned him down. For reasons un- 
known te him the local financiers seemed to 
have an aversion for rattiesnakes. So he ap- 
plied to the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion for a snake loan. This agency was 
squeamish, too. Sam kept on applying, send- 
ing telegrams, and writing letters. The RFC 
said nothing doing on snakes again and again 
in 1942, 1943 and 1944. 


To his amazement an RFC examiner called 
upon him on June 12, 1945, while he was busy 
with his pets. After watching this scene a while 
the Federal man departed, green around 
the gills. 
said Sam to himself. 
days later there arriv 
tor at his snake farm. 


“In a syrupy, honey-dripping voice, he stated 
he was going to make me a loan,” Sam reported. 
Boy! At long last those rattlesnakes were 
going to get a home of which they could be 
proud. Sam and his Government agreed, after 
protracted negotiations, on $17,500 in Federal 
funds to erect a 3,500-square foot bungalow for 
snakes. By now it was late in the season and 
there’s nothing a rattlesnake likes less than cold 
weather. Sam made a deal with a local contrac-

tor to put on a double shift and erect the build- 
ing in three weeks flat. 

Well, sir, said he, it still was being built in 
1946, 1947 and 1948. He claimed the RFC, now 
vitally interested in snakes, kept changing the 
specifications and the rules and the regulations 
until he and his dwindling stock of irritable rat- 
tlers gave up hope. 


You can’t breed snakes in a room full of 
bricklayers. The bricklayers make the snakes 
nervous, By 1949 Sam was broke. The RFC’s 
mortgage tied up all his property and when 
time came {2 open the new snake headquar- 
ters, he was fresh out of snakes to live in it.

LONDON—The temptation is almost irresistible to stress the comic aspects of French Foreign 
Minister Robert Schuman’s proposal for the economic union of the Franco-German coal and steel 
complexes. Surprise plays precisely the part in international relationships as the deception of hus- 
bands in French farces. Schuman’s vitally important move has surprised and upset enough people 


to provide laughs for a month. 

In brief, the idea of a French initiative at 
this time was Foreign Minister Schuman’s. The 
idea of taking the initiative by offering economic 
union of the French coal and steel complexes, 


with the British and other continental producers — 


coming in if they choose, was the idea of the 
great wartime administrator, Jean Monnet. In 
the preparatory phase, absolute secrecy was the 
rule for the very good reason that the “Comite 
des Forges,” the vastly powerful association of 
French steel masters, would have stopped the 


Immediately after the French Cabinet meet- 
ing, the plan was publicly revealed. The re- 
actions of all parties were instantaneous, vivid 
and extremely instructive. 

Both the Comite des Forges and the Com- 


began talking directly to the Germans, as they 
now have done in effect, the whole British po- 
sition was found to be flanked. 


To complete the list, the French are filled 
with justifiable pride at having achieved the ini- 
tiative at last. The German government of 
Chancellor Adenauer, the only group pleased 
to be astonished, visibly begins to feel some- 
thing like solid ground under its feet for the 
first time. And the sighs of relief of the Amer- 
ican delegation here shoyld almost be audible in 
Washington.

CHOCOLATE BEVERAGES

Answer—In the red book 
(WHAT TO EAT AND WHY, 
25° cents and stamped self-ad- 
dressed envelope) I say: Coffee, 
tea, cocoa and chocolate are 
mildly stimulating beverages, 
here named in the order of their 
strength ... Because of the 
dieuretic action of cocoa or choc- 
olate (theobromine), that is, in- 
creased kidney function, it is 
inadvisable to give cocoa or choc- 
olate to young children in the 
afternoon or evening. In fact, 
milk is the best beverage for 
children under 16 yeats of age, 
in my opinion.

I am an R. N. in —— hospital. 
With several other nurses in the 
surgical department here I agree 
that’ your teachings about re- 
moval of tonsils are fine. When 
I told pupil nurses the differ- 
ence between tonsillectomy and 
tonsillotomy one of the staff sur- 
geons corrected me, saying there 
is no difference. (—— R. N.)

If you can spare a momient, 
sit back and relax ... don’t

Tension is today’s number-one 
gremlin. It’s frighteningly ag- 
ing, and there are few things 
that can take the joy out of day- 
to-day living quite so completely 
as nervous tension. ‘Vhat about 
worry, yOu may querry? Worry 


_ is a form of tension. 


Under the strain of high pres- 
sure living it’s not easy to “just 
relax.” it’s. small wonder that 
we've lost the art. Can it be re- 
captured? Authorities promise 
that the technique can be ac- 
quired, but notin a hurry. Hur- 
ry of any kind builds tension. 
Tension begins in the mind, un- 
der pressure, but once it gets a 
hold on a person it snarls up the 
muscles and must be dealt with 
there, too. Start with physical 
relaxation.

But before we get on with the | sox» 


relaxing technique. let’s' break 
the hurry habit. We're geared 
to a fast pace and can’t just drop 
behind. However, the trouble 
comes not so much from fast 
movements as from the anxious 
mental pushing and inner ten- 
sion.. This mounts, and then the 
tendency is to keep on hurrying 
when there is no longer any 
need for speed. It is particularly 
disastrous to start the morning 
hurrying, for that sets the pace 
for the day.
